lor llial llioy will no*, desecrate it by 
walking over iL Soiiie rats, however, 
are said to be like sonic jicople, and 
the ch.anii doo^ not always work satis- 
fac'or.ly. 

Snake, ara .allowed free liberty in 
and lip >11 a Coroaii house. They 
usually Iv! in burrows in the tnnd 
under the tiles. Those burrows are 
donbtlos, used liy tho r.at, during the 
winter time and they are noticeably 
alisent dnr.ng tho sumiucr, after the 
proper oer*up.anfs have thawed out. 
Tlie snakos, doubtless nuake it lively 
for the rats but their principal food is 
the eggs and young of the swallows 
which live tinder tlio eavea One 
can always tell wlien the snake 
is visible by the oxciti-d chattering 
of tlio b'nls. Hundreds of them 
congregate al>mit where he may be 
snnning liimself on the hot tics, and 
j.iblier nw.iy at him wi:h all their 
iiiighU O. hors fly aw.ay and enlist the 
services of the iuipiidciit niagpic.s who 
come screaming in their schrill tones 
and give Mr. Snake a sharp dig in 
some iinpi (>tec;e«I part. Tho snake 
usually gets tho worst of the encounter 
ai d runs to cover. 

'The people will not kill the snakes; 
they liave a siijM-rstilion Imsed on fear. 
They truce it back to a story eoncem- 
iiig a man who killed a poisonous 
snake and afterward was killed to- 
gethor willi liis wliole family, liy the 
mate of llic dead reptile. Tho house 
snakes are some tlin-e feet in lengtii, 
fat, lazy and pr.ie ieally harmless. 

O le can not help hut note tho ab- 
sence of cats ill Corea, and as tho rats 
become more and iii ire troiiblcsouio 
an otcasioiial feline sjren.ade becomes 
an api>reeial>'d fav ir. Cats are some- 
times kept, l>nt tiiey are seldom stujii, 
while dogs are everywhere and wea- 
sels are no: ^ rarilv. 'The latter are 
always wild and eonline their raids 
mostly to cliiekeiis. 

The cat is consiilrrel an uncanny 
animal and never occupies the place it 
diMi.s in a E iropean liousehuld. The 
sii|M'rstiiio n concerning the cat is also 
traced back to a story, ami is as barnv- 
fnl to tbc descendants of tlic hero (or 
heroine) of the s:ory as it was beneficial 
in the case of Ilie snake. 

It is rc|>orie<l that once upon a time 
a Csrnier working in tlio field felt a 
sense of vacuity w liic'i fri «|iienl tight- 
ening of Ills In-ll would r.ot relieve. 
He went on till he could wait no long- 
er, and from iv .ndcring w hy hiss|x>use 
liad not trough:, him hi» customary 
mea! he worked liimself up into a rage 
at her negligence. He deciileil to go 
and invesligate the iiialtcr, and on the 
way he took tlio proeanlion of select- 
ing a gooil club for a:iy necessary use 
such as c'.ulis iu:iy lio |uil ta Riacb- 
ing Ills bouse, lie espied ills wife lying 
on a mat witli her I aliy in lier arms, 
ajiparciiliy botli nsloeix "Ah ha!” he 
cried, "ihis is the way yon loiter 
Hrotind wlol.> I work in the fiehl till 
my ln-lly ha* van'siieiL I’ll teach you 
a thing or lw<v” IVilh wdiicli lie struck 
her a sound blow, which only resulted 
in jolting the b.abe from tlie breast 
and disclosing a drop of bloosi where 
milk should have been.

Go.als are not v.Ty dangerous 
aniiiial.s. N 'verlheleis. the hireil 
mail was anno. I wit!i a | i*tol. which 
he let drive at I lie g 'aLs. Tiie result, 
BO far as these animal* were coni-crncd. 
was Ml’; but the ball iolgcl in the foot 
of a girl, who was sifting on a cot- 
tage (loi'c'.i two huiidrc:! j'ards away. 
It apiM'iirs from the report that the 
pt*nple of tii;:t neighiMirhood are in the 
habit of resorting to loihat ’weajionB 
for the piirjioBe of searing goa's and 
otlicr depre-lalors. and that the man 
Monkmeyer is espec’.allr fond of that 
kind of sport. Aecordiiig to the f:Uh- 
er of the wo.indwl girt, “tie goes after 
boyg w^i a gun soniclinios when tliey 
liy to steal apples.” Eviilently Mr. 
Monknieyer's i lea of the proper use 
of fif' -arn-.s neoil* a strong coireclive. 

The other enso was a much more 
serious one. Two boj's, who were 
picking berries near El'zabethiHirt, N. 
t.. were shot and lU' rialiy wounded 
“bv unknown sporfsiueii giinningin the 
neigbbi'.r'nooiL” The lads decl.are that 
the men doTb'iaU-ly fired at tliem aud 
the n fled. Both wi-re ridiUed with 
bucksliot and are |Tobably dead by 
this t'm ‘. Of courae, it is difflciiU to 
believe that i be “sportsmen” deliber- 
ately shot two inoffensive boys, and 
im]iossible to ascertain the truth unloss 
I ho men are appixibcnded. Bat oven 
if the siiooting was purely accidental 
it sbowrs the folly of allowing any man, 
no matter bow ignuraut be may be of 
firearms and of game, to wander about 
tho country at liis own sweet will with 
a gnn in bis hands. A great deal too 
much reckless shooting goes on, and 
something should be done to check it. 
Any crauk, criminal or lunatic may 
keep guns and pistols, and except 
within c.irtain very narrow specific 
Ihnits may use them with perfect dis- 
regard to the lives and limbs of his 
neighbors, and with perfect impunity. 



[ If anyb<sly i< hiirior killed it is merely 
a case of accidental shooting. Most 
people, if they had to be sliol at all, 
would prefer being shot delilxrrately 
than aceidenlally. The former Is the 
loss igno ninions of the two. and there 
is some ciianeo of the law punishing 
the shooter.

ORNAMENTS OF JET, 

A XtVBCtiptlon of 1,10 ProcesB of Worklaa 
the I’oroliMr Sahstouee. 

Jet is dug from lh« earth much after 
the manner of digging amber. Tho 
two' prodiirls rrc often found together 
in the pits which are s'ink in the sands 
on the south shore of the Baltic, and 
also on the shore of the North Sea. 
From thi.s circumstance, and from 
their laving some i roperties in com* 
inon, it is likely that the* two sub- 
stances have a common origin. Jet 
lias been deserilieil as a variety of lig- 
nite. that is, a product of woo<l under- 
going a change into coaL There ia 
reason for thinking that both this and 
amber are from rosins and gums. 
These old English lines give a good ao- 
rount of the subsiance; 

Jeat-itone almost a gemm. the Ljbiaaa Ond, 

But trulifal Britain sends a wondrous kind ; 

Tin black and shining, smooth, and ever light, 
*Twlll draw up straws. If rubbed till hot and 
bright. 

Oyl makes it col<l, but water gives It beat. 

£ngli-h jjt is dug on the coast of 
Yorkshire, near Whitby mD' 1 Scar- 
burougli. A tra'lo in tho article was 
e.-irrieii on at Wliiihy in 1594 We 
learn from ornaments found in ancient 
luiiibs iliat j t was in ii.se among the 
early Britons and their conquerors, 
the Komaiia I' is altogether likely 
that ill its c.’irly use jit w,as worn, as 
amber is still worn in the East, as a 
ehariii nr :iniuIot to protect the wearer 
from disease or other evil. The yield 
of jet in England ii worth about one 
hundred tlionsand dollars. The price 
varies with tlie qiialiiy, and ranges 
from ten In eighteen shillings a pound. 
The working of tl.is product up into 
articles of oriiameiil and use gives em- 
ployment to five linndretl men, women 
and children in Whithr. The process 
of working jut is deserilMil by Mr. 
Walter Wliite, as fellows: 

‘•The pattern of the desired obj’Ck 
a scroll, leaf flower, or whatcvercl.se. 
i.s scratrhed with r. steel point on a 
]>irrc of jet sawn to the required di- 
mensions; the work nen tlien with a 
knife ruts away the WAstn jmrtioni, 
brings nut the rude form, and by using 
various knives and chisels, according 
to the delicacy of the design, he in no 
long time has the article ready for the 
|M»lish"r. Tlie work looks very easv, 
as you II alch the men rutting. app.sr- 
ently with less concern than some 
folks b.-stow on Iho whittling of a 
slirk. and making the chips fly inliltio 
heaps. The nature of jet favora rapid- 
ity of hand. It li.-vs somewhat the u|>- 
pearance of coinprestod pilch, and 
when under the knife sends off a 
shower of chips and splinters n.s hard 
jiitch doea Some s]iecimens have 
been found wi'h fossils so 
eniberldcd in tlicin as to 
confirm the opinion of tliose 
who hold j it to bo a siiecies of petro- 
leum, contrary to the common belief 
that it is wo(m 1 partly coiiverteil into 
coal. After the knives the grindston' s 
come into play, to work up and smooth 
all the acees-sible surfaces; and next, 
swifi-’wliirling wheels encirc’e-l with 
list, which give llie |*olish. Tlie deep 
i'cisious and hollows, which can not 
be touchcil by the wheeL arc polished 
on narrow slips of Ksf. This is ihe 
work of boys; the slips of list are made 
fast liy one end to the benclu and tak- 
ing bold of tho other, and shifting or 
lightening as the work may require, 
the boys mb tlio deep jiarls of tlie or- 
naments baeknanl and forwartl till 
the |)o1isli is complete. Tho finishing 
touch, which imp iris the brilliance, is 
given by a sprinkling of rouge and a 
light hand with a rubber.” — Toulh's 
Comjtanion. 

The Women of Persia. 

The Persian lady is a good house- 
wife. She rises with the dawn, she is 
liberal in her housekeeping, kind to 
her serraiiis— a little profuse, per- 
haps, but then living is cheap in the 
East. Tlie keys of every thing 
are in tbc keeping of the mistress ol 
the hnnse, and she is usually ix:ict in 
her aecoiint. Ail the vast stock of 
conserves and sweetmeats, sirajis for 
the prepnra'ion ofsherbels and pickles 
in endless variety arc cither prepared 
by her own fingers or under lier eyes. 
Nor docs s!io disdain to tho confec- 
tioner and maker of paltry. As even- 
ing npproaelies— the long and elabo- 
rate Pviiiian dinner bi-ing par- 
taken of among the up|M;r classes 
by tlie si’Xes ap.art — she pre- 

jiares to entertain her husband; she 
will play to him upon tho lute or har- 
monica; she m ill sing to him or read 
him to sleep with ]<o<‘try, or she will 
play with him at bnekgan.mon or 
chess, or recite to li'm long st.ories in 
tlie style of the “Arabian N ghta” 
When li 3 is sick she nurses him, and 
it is her pride to see ih.at his wardrobe 
is well supplied and his servanta well 
clad. She \iill intrigue f r him, pIea-1 
fur him, lie for Ii in. and has been 
known to die for him. bho will even 
c.atry her coinpliasance so far as to 
find nno'her wife for him . — St Jamu 
OazetU. 

Wills by tpe Hundred.

These wills bad been 
intrusteil to the public authorities for 
safe keeping, but by some unuccount- 
ablo blunder they were never eom- 
municateil to the heirs of the testators, 
BO that in many cases the successions 
to which they related were treated as 
coming from persons wIki had died 
intestate, and bad to be regulated by 
long and costly law suits M. Salo- 
mon’s disc.iv.ry is naturally causing a ^ 
pmfund sensation, for it may unsettle | 
propertj’ that has passed into thou- 
sands of hands, and it must infallibly 
produce a whole crop of froth law 
suits .

j ABOUT CO-OPERATION. 

■ A Social Prob'em Whieh I« Almost as Old 
i ar Mankind lUalf. 

I In one sense coo|>eraiioa is as an- 
' cient as society. The first tribe that 
j" acted together knew that it was better 
i to do so than to fig'.it singly. Men rec- 
j ognitsed that unity was strength be- 
' fore £sop composed his fable of the 
I bundle of siieki. Nimroil doubtless 
knew that two greyhounds hunting to- 
gether would run down more hares 
than four hnnting separately. But the 
bounds ran down tho hare.s for their 
masters. The moiiern co-operator 
runs down the hares for hinisoU. Co- 
operation in industry means the equi- 
table distributi'in of all gain among 
those who earn it. This is a new idea 
among the working people 
in our towna for the 
method of applying it ia 
scarcely forty years old. The co-oi>- 
erative idea as applied to industry ex- 
isted In the latter part nf the last 
century. Ambelakia was almost a co- 
operative town, as may be road In D:t- 
vid Urqnhart's “Tiiik-y and Its Re- 
sources.” So vast a munieipal part- 
nership of io'lnstry has never existeil 
since. The fishers on tho Cornish 
coast carried out co-oi>rratiou on the 
sea, and the miners of Cumberland dug 
on the principle of sliaring the profits. 
The ]ilan has been prodiieiive of con- 
tentment and advantage. Gniyere 
is a co-«per.iilre ehecse, being former- 
ly made in the Jura mountains, where 
the profits were equitably divideil 
among the makers. In 1777. as Dr. 
Langford rol.ites in his "Century of 
Birmingham Life,” the tailors of that 
enterprising town set np a co- 
operative worksiio|x which is the 
earliest in E >g1ish record. In France 
an attempt w:is in.-uls by B:iImc if in 
1790 to establish a despotism of justice 
and equality by violoiice. after the 
manner of Richelieu, whose policy 
taiiglit the French revolutionists that 
force might be a remoily. Bal oauf was 
a solitary social reformer, who at- 
tempted to esUsblish philanthropy by 
killing those who did not like it. But 
ho. like all co-operators, was ag.sinst 
mendicity and idleneas. In France, 
wliere no great idea ever dies, tlie 
conception of B.sIxBuf was taken up 
by men who had the genius of persua- 
sion in thenx Then raiiie Morelly, 
whose im.iginalion had the mathe- 
matical quality of precision, and who 
defined the social problem thus: 

'To find that situation in 

which it shall lie im|io 88 iblc 

for a man to be depraved 

or poor.” Tlinn St. Simon. Fourier, 
Cibet, Leroiiz and others reset the 
scientific idea of social life in luminous 
theories. England, practical and im- 
partial. acts on its own ideas and on 
those of others which have promise of 
results in thuiii; and if it originates 
few ide.ss, it realize.* more than any 
other n.alion origiiiatea Besides, we 
bad our Mores aud Harringtons before 
even tho French mind ran on schemes 
of life according to re.ason. Mom 
wrote his "Ulopia" in 1516. Harring- 
ton c.mio with his ••Oce:ina” 140 years 
later. Eiceling both in English 
practical genius came the great 
Quaker, Juh'i BclIerA ih i son of Fetti- 
plsce B ‘Hers, proiiosing his famons 
“College of Indus’ry,” whose im- 
press bAs since bnoii on the minds of 
all English community-makers. Con- 
temporaneous with the French revolu- 
tionists we had Siiiite Barrington, 
Bishop of Durham, who surpassed all 
other bishops in human sympathy and 
social sagacity. H« establish^ at 
Mongewcll, in Oxfunlshire, the first 
known co-operative store, and he. 
Count Riimford and Sir Thomas Ber- 
n.ard published in 1795. and for many 
years after, plans of no-operative and 
social life far exceeding in variety and 
thoroughness any in the minds of per- 
sons now living. — O. J. Holyoaks, in 
FortnighUy Reoiew. 

DEATH TO* THE FISH. 

The Mn-ular Mmnarr la Which a Rail- 
Storm De«troya«l Thom. 

Tlie storv of the |K>is >ning of Dawbo 
Lake, in G ‘orgetow.i County, by a 
hail-storm, as telegraphed, and which 
many per.sons supposed to be “fishy.” 
has been corroborated in erorj’ par- 
ticular by a pronii:ieut citizen of 
Georgetown, who ha 1 investigated 
the matter at tlie r quest of General 
Groely, chief of tlie Signal Service. 

A dense III. 18 S of black gum trees 
siirromids the lake on all sidcA It is 
well known tliat the leaves of this 
tree are strongly iiiiprag.iated with 
tannic acid. It has also been ascer- 
tained that the bottoiu of Ihe lake con- 
tains a slight de|M>sit of iron. The 
poisoning of the waU-r. therefore, is 
thus cxpl.nine<L Tie h.aiUstorm 
bruised and filled the lake with 
the leaves and small branches 
of the trees; the taiiic acid emanat- 
ing from which, iniiiglod with the iron 
and formed taniiato of iron, causing 
Ihe water to turn black as ink and bit- 
ter as quinine, aud poisoning the fishes 
by thoiisamla 

Some of the people living in the 
neighborhood believe that the co'idi- 
tion of the Ink; is due to a jedgineut 
from G mI. This la e is in reality a 
godsend for many a poor f:iniily neat 
by. They get fish fnim it the year 
round, and if it is not replenished soon 
it will be a judgment to them, sure 
enough.

0:i each end of D.iwho Lake, 
about half a mile distant, is a small 
lake, in which numbers of fish also 
abound, but wbicli. upon exaniiiistion, 
ahow no signs of tb« hailstorm which 
swept over D.iw ho. This confirms the 
I belief tliat the direct cause of the dis- 
aster to the fish is doe to the hail- 
i storm .

CAVERN INHABITANTS. 

Tlaa Ctao of AnloBol* WbioU Thrlv* In 
the Cav««. 

The living infaaUtaiils of carerts 
those which make those regions of 
continuous darkness their abiding 
placcA are numerous and of the grett- 
est interest to the naturalist Of the 
several hundred species known to stu- 
dents, by far the greater part belong 
to the group of articulated animala. 
Insect and crustaceans, these being tho 
forms which, of all aniinals. are the 
most varied in structure and best sail- 
ed for the odd chanocs of life which 
the carems nfford. As the reader 
well knows, tlie great problem now 
before science Is to determine how far 
tho shapes of living creatures are 
determined by Ihe cirenmstanoes of 
tlie world about them, and how far 
this determination has been brought 
abont through a process of selection, 
in a natural way of those varieties 
which have some accidental special fit- 
ness for tho conditions in which they 
live. Cavern animals afford us a cap- 
ital bit of evhlence toward the soln- 
tion of this problem. Thu prevailing 
close affinity of their foiTOS with those 
which live in the npper world of sun- 
shine and changing seasons shows, be- 
yond a qtiestif:n. that they are all de- 
rived from similar forms which once 
dwelt in the onlinnry conditions of 
animal life. What, then, are the ef- 
fects arising from this complete 
changi in the circiiinst.mccs of those 
underground creatures? 

The fac:s are i>erpl«xing In their va- 
riety and by no means well worked 
out, but the following (Hiints seem to 
bo well estnb'i.shesl, vix : There is a 
manifest tendenry of ail gayly-colori-d 
forms to lo-o ihcir hues in the c.-iveriis 
and to become t>f an even color. Tliis 
may bo ex|ilaiiiud by the simple ab- 
sence of Hiiiisliiiie, and on it no conclu- 
sions can be based. TIio ehange.s of 
the stnictiii^al parts are of more im- 
portance; tl 010 , ns might bo expected, 
relate tnainly to the org.nns of sense. 
Tlie eyes show an evi'lent tendency In 
all the grono.s to lade away. In the 
characteristic cavern-fishes they have 
entirely disapiiearcd. the whole slriict- 
nro wh en serv»*s for vision being 
no longer produced. In tlio 
crai-fislips wo may observe a 
certain gr.ndaiion. Some s|>ocies which 
abound in cavTiis are provided 
ivilli eyes; olh-rs liavo them present, 
but so impiTfoet iliat they can not 
servo as visual organs; yet others 
want them aitogjthcr. One species i f 
ps<‘U io-icorp'o i, as shown by Prof. 
Hagan, Inis in tlio on «r world four 
eye.s. While in tlie caves it has bifon 
found with two eyes, and others in an 
entirely eyeless condition. S<>mo cav- 
ern beetles have Iho mal *s with eyes, 
while tho females are q'jito without 
tlioiiu As a whole the cavern foniis 
exhibit a singular ti’iideney of the 
visual organs, not out)' to lose their 
(line. ions, blit :ilso to dis:i|)iicar ns 
boily parts. A tli] same time there 
is an cipiai. < r even more general de- 
velopment of the ant:inna: and other 
organs of toticli; llii'Sc parts become 
considerably length ‘no I. and appar- 
ently of grea'cr sensitiveness, achango 
which is of iiianif ‘St a'lvantage to the 
the individual. — F. Sha'er, in Scrib- 
ners Magazine.

Tbs Largre Fee Fold to Captain Eads for 
a I'rotrtMiioual Opliilmi. 

The pnim-iieni of the Mnnche.stcr 
ship canal are s- id to have already 
expended |1, 750.000 in farthering 
their scheme, and the first sod is yet 
to be turned. As the total estimated 
cost is 12^.8.50.000. this represents a 
very haiulsomo p<-rceiitagii of the 
amount lo be ez|>eiided in simply 
“getting ready.” The u.siial addition 
of 10 per cent, “for coiiiingencies” 
would be far oi tin th!sc:iso. In this 
preliminaiy expense sheet there is 
said to be a fee off20.000 paid the late 
James R Eads f .r a pr •fcssion&l 
opinion. If this is coiT.'ct, and there 
seem.? little reason to doubt it this is 
probably the largest profcs.?ional sin- 
gle fee ever paid to an American en- 
gineer. And with ail duo credit to 
Mr. Eoils. it shows the value of a wide 
repntation as a man of sound natural 
judgment and experience in great 
underiakiiigs a? oonipnrod with that 
of the more inodes' engineer proper 
who has only ex?ea«ive hut purely pro- 
fessioual cxiieriunce :o recommend 
him. - 

The professional ]>osiUi>a of Mr 
Eads, a? an engineer, is rather diffi- 
cult to define. Ha was a pur-dy self- 
made man and -entirely without what 
is recognised as a tcchuical education 
as an engineer, and yet I;o possessed 
in a high degree and made excellent 
use of that inherent something with- 
out which the best trained engineer in 
the world will not succeed. Ho in- 
stiurtively understood both tho man- 
ageiuoiit of men and matter, and 
without the knowledge neocssary to 
figure a stmlnshi-et. not only was ho 
tho executive engineer in bollding 
what was in its day ilio bridge of 
bold'-stspan, bnt he also so impressed 
other? who wore not engineers with 
his aliility lo carry out his pr-ij o!s 
and wirii his so mil judgment in ad- ' 
vancing plans that they furnished ■ 
him with a'.l tlie money r.-quired. —

The secret of goo«l p.ncking Is not in 
big bloek^ I lit in getting the blocks 
close tog'jiher. II?oce the h'oeks 
sliould be cut carefully, that their sides 
may be straight; otlicrwi.se there can 
not be a go mI fit. Any crevict-s 
should be filled with crushed 
ire. If tho weather is quit? cohL 
pour water over tlio ice until the 
crevices are full; in this way tho con- 
tents of tbe lion.se may l>e fr< Zon Into 
one solid mass. This will keep better, 
not on account of the size of the blocks, 
but because there are no crevices in it 
to be occiipLHl by .air. Wlicn the house 
is filled, cover tho top of iho ice with a 
Layer of sawdust a foot ibick. iranipi-d 
down well, or a layer of hay two feet 
thick. The tec is built up only as high 
a? the eaves.
